WASHINGTON AP President Nixon 
arged Congress Tuesday to authorize 
immediate federal intervention in cases of 
bombings or arson on virtually any 
college campus and recommended the 
hiring of an additional 1,000 FBI agents 
to do the job 

Nixon’s new move was announced at a 
White House briefing by Republican 
congressional leaders after they had met 
for nearly three hours with the President, 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell, and Director 
J. Edgar Hoover of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation 

As described to newsmen, the legislation 
proposed to Congress would tngger 
instant federal intervention when 
bombings, arson and terrorist acts affect a

Among Buchanan’s qualifications for 
office, Hay noted that he served as coor 
dinator of Community Affairs and Public 
Relations during this past summer 
session. He has also worked for 15 
months for the Neighborhood Youth 
Corps where he assisted in preparing 
federal budgets and served as legislative 
analyst for the California State College 
Student President’s Association. 

Buchanan should prove to be “a very 
dedicated and outstanding vice-president” 
Hay added 
According to the ASSSC Constitution, 
unless one third of the Student Senate 
objects to the appointment within 10 
days it will be considered a valid appoint 
ment, Should the Senate object, although 
it is believed they will not, the motter 
would be put to the student electorate 
for a vote within 30 days

Nixon proposed that the FBI add 1,000 
agents to deal with campus outbreaks of 
the sort involved and to assist in programs 
aimed a thwarting aerial hijacking The 
FRI now has about 7,000 agents. House 
GOP leader Gerald Ford of Michigan 
quoted Hoover as reporting that the 
organization Students for a Democratic 
Society was directly involved in 247 
arson cases and 462 personal injury 
incidents in the past academic year. He 
said these were in addition to about 300 
ofther episodes of destruction of other 
facilities or property 

Ford, predicting congressional

Archaic state laws 
invasion of marital

It is heartening to know there are still conscientious citizens willing to 
put their reputation and freedom on the line in order to challenge 
archaic, ridiculous and downright stupid laws that threaten to disrupt 
society. 

Such is the case with Julian and Nyla Blair, a Bay Area couple who 
have loaned their name to a law suit to challenge the constitutionality 
of a 55-year-old law which prohibits certain sexual acts, including 
cunnilingus and fellatio, between consenting adults. Violation of the 
law, Section 288a of the California Penal Code, calls for up to 15 years 
in a state prison as punishment. 

In the suit, the married couple say they have a “strong predilection 
and desire from time to time in the privacy of their home to engage 
with one another in sexual acts proscribed by Section 288a and have 
engaged in such acts.”

more than a year ago-will turn 
out this month and next for fall 
term classes in the California State 
Colleges, according to Chancellor 
Glenn S. Dumke 


The 19 Colleges comprise the 
largest, most diverse system of 
senior higher education in the 


Western World. And their facilities 
will be more fully occupied in 
1970-71 than in previous period 
In addition to the 244,000 
regular students, about 70,000 are 
expected in fee-supported- 
(non-state funded) extension 
classes. This number will be about 
7,000 more than last year. 
Extension classes are conducted at 


off-campus locations to meet 
personal or professional 
educational needs of area 


residents. 

Opening for the first time will be 
California State College, 
Bakersfield. Its initial 1,000 
students will set the style and 
pace on a 370-acre campus 
planned to eventually 
accommodate up te 2,000 
full-time students. The 
Bakersfield college, with site 
development and construction to 
date estimated at $4 million, will 
be organized as live-and-learn 
**villages.’’ Many classes will 


depart from the traditional to 
emphasize an_ interdisciplinary 
approach

student body will include about

All applications received during 
the November period will receive 
equitable consdieration within 
established categories and quotas, 
regardless of the time and date 
received. A late filing pnod will 
begin December 1 for those 
colleges not filling enrollment 
categories during the November 
period. 


Colleges in 1970-71 will adhere 
to a practice, established a year 
ago, of distributing to all students 
extracts from a Board of Trustees 
policy and portions of Title 5 of 


the California Administrative 
Code which relate to student 
conduct. 


The Board policy lists categories 
of conduct, from physical 
obstruction to disorderly conduct, 
that are to “considered cause for 
prompt and diligent corrective 
action on the part of appropriate 
officials.” 


Contained in the Title § 
document are 13 classifications of 
behavior that may serve as 
grounds for expulsion, suspension, 
probation, or lesser sanctions, 
consonant with provisions of due 
process that now will be uniform 
on the 19 campuses 

These classifications 
cheating, physical 
unauthorized entry, obscene 
behavior, sale or possession of 
dangerous drugs, and obstruction 
or disruption of the educational 
process 

New procedures, implemented 
by Chancellor Dumke last month 
replace previous committtees and 
panels

The Senate Labor and Public 
Welfare Committer last week 
unanimously approved a 
wide-ranging group of veterans 
bills covering GI education, home 
loans, flight training, and 
automobiles for the disabled 
Senator Alan Cranston (D., 
Calif.), chairman of the Veterans 
Affairs Subcommittee which had 
voted out the bills earher this 
week, commented on ‘“‘the 
unbroken record of Senatonal 
unanimity behind every piece of 
veterans legislation so far this 
session.” 

§.3657 (introduced by Cranston) 
would enable veterans going to 
school or taking vocational 
training under the GI bill to 
receive their allowances in 
advance each month, with the

Arts degree from that institution

“At present, veterans have to 
wait about two months for their 
first full check,” Cranston pointed 
out, “That's a terrible hardship 
for men with limited funds, 
especially those with families.” 
The bill also sets up a 
work-study program by which a 
veteran could receive a $250 
allowance for doing spe ial work 
for the Veterans Administration 
such as part-time duty in a 
veterans hospital or as part of the 
VA's new “outreach program” to 
persuade minority groups and 
poor veterans to take advantage of 
their educational and job training 
rights 

The bill would also enable a 
veteran to use accelerated GI bill 
allowance to repay a direct or 
guaranteed federal education loan 
he may have undertaken before 
going into military service 

In still snother move to help 
veterans with families, $.3657 
incorporates provisions of another 
bill introduced by Cranston 
(S.3907) which provides that GI 
bill allotments for new 
dependents will begin on the date 
the dependent is acquired, rather 
than on the date the veteran 
notifies the VA of his changed 
status. At present, for example, if 
a veteran's wife has a baby in 
October but the veteran doesn't 
contact the VA until January, he 
loses three months benefits he 
should rightfully have received

The new four-story building, 
constructed by Nielson-Nickles 
Company of Sacramento, contains 
a number of architectural 
innovations designed by the firm 
of Bull, Field, Vclkmann and 
Stockwell, San Francisco 
architects.

Among these are external ground 
floor facings of large Colorado 
flagstone which have been cast in 
place and stripped to expose the 
native stone in its natural beige 
color. This patented construction 
process, which gives the 
appearance of stone placed in a 
random pattern, was developed by 
the architects in conjunction with 
Architectural Concrete 
Consultants of Berke!ev 


Other new features include 
placing the vertical ductwork for 
the air conditioning system within 
the precast exterior wall panels of 
the upper stories of the building. 
Each of the vertical elements 
between the windows is actually a 
hollow duct space that distributes 
air into the room from outlet 
panels under each window. The 
central mechanical system is on 
the roof, and a concealed 
perimeter duct in the roof parapet 
distributes the air to these vertical 
feeder shafts. The new system has 
avoided the necessity for the 
builders to place any sheet metal 
air conditioning ducts in the 
ceiling of the classrooms and 
offices on the upper floors. As a 
result, the concrete ceilings have 
been left in an attractive, natural 
state, minus the usual dropped 
ceilings 

A third innovative feature of the 
building is the installation of 
special tinted glass windows in the 
precast panels which permit 
transmission of only 14 percent of 
the sun’s heat and light. The 
windows give a mirror like effect 
yn the outside which reflect the

trees and sky in the surface of the 
building. From inside, the view is 
through a cool bronze tint. 

The new building contains 14 
lecture halls on the partially 
sunken ground floor. The 10 
exterior lecture halls face outward 
and are equipped with a ~ised 
skylight to light the podium and 
blackboard area with na ural light. 

More than $700,000 of the 
$1,920,000 cost of the building 
came from a Federal Title | grant 
under provisions of the Higher 
Education Facilities Act of 1963, 
a program administered by the 
U.S. Office of Education. 

The building will provide a total 
of 911 instructional stations and 
faculty office space. It contains a 
gross square footage of 59,000 
feet 

With completion and occupation 
of the new Education Building, 
the old Education Building will be 
converted to use by the 
department of English for faculty 
offices. The Audio-Visual Services 
and the CloseCircuit Television 
Instructional Unit of the College 
will remain in the newly-named 
English Buildin

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Registration for an estimated 
16,000 students who will be 
taking courses at Sacramento 
State College during the fall 
semester is all but over. The figure 
of 16,000 represents an increase 
of some 1,500 over the 14,500 
who registered for classes last year 
at this time. 

Most of these students will be 
taking full class schedules, since 
the figure 16,000 represents, by 
state college accounting methods, 
an enrollment of 13,01 0full-time 
equivalent students 

Teaching ranks have been 
increased by 120 new and 
replacement faculty members, 
bringing the number to 705. 
Under new regulations 
established by the California State 
College Board of Trustees, all 
resident students, regardless of the 
number of enrolled units, paid a 
materials and services fee of $54 
per semester. A new regulation 
this year also calls for atl staff, 
faculty and students using campus 
parking facilities to pay a $13 per 





Quicksilver, the mind-touching mete 
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semester fee for that privilege. 
Special permits for part-time 
students have been cancelled. 
Several coin-operated lots, which 
cost $.25 per day are available on 
campus for use by students who 
prefer not to pay the $13 fee. 
Duane Anderson, director of 
admissions and records, said that 
students seeking admission to 
Sacramento State College for the 
spring of 1971 will have to wait 
until final figures are available on 
the fall enroliment 

Anderson announced that the 19 
California State Colleges have 
joined together in a system-wide 
Common Admissions Program 
which will affect students 
applying for admission for the fall 
term, 197}.

The common 
application permits applicants to 
indicated their first, second, third, 
and fourth choices of colieges 
they wish to attend. 

Anderson explained that, 
previously, state colleges closed 
admissions when enrollment 
quotas were filled, causing closing 
dates to vary as much as six 
months. Now all state colleges 
admissions will be open for at 
least the same minimum period of 
four weeks 


He said that all applications 
received during the November 
filing period will receive equal 
consideration with an established 
category and quota, regardless of 
the time and date received 

Under the new system a late 
filing period is scheduled to begin 
December 1, 1970 for those 
colleges with enrollment quotas 
yet unfilled

Aspirin! 


CHICAGO (AP) Pregnant 
women should avoid taking 
aspirin as the time approaches 


when they are to give birth, two 
doctors advised Monday 

They found that the babies of 
mothers who took this household 
drug were more apt to develop 
bleeding problems than those of 
mothers who did not take it 


The doctors, Werner A. Bleyer 
and Robert T. Breckenridge, 
studied the effects of aspirin at 
the University of Rochester N.Y 
School of Medicine and Dentistry 

They reported their findings in 
the Sept. 21 issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical 
Association

few adverse drug reactions have 
been uncovered.” 

Their study included 14 
newborns whose mothers had 
taken more than 0.3 grams of 
aspirin in pure form or in 
compounds during the week prior 
to delivery and 17 whose mothers 
had not taken the drug in any 
form within three weeks of 
delivery 
Among the 14, three cases of 
bleeding developed, and among 
the 17 there was one. No baby 
died or had long-term illness 
The study found two potentially 
adverse drug effects in the first 
group, related to a reduction in 
the ability of the blood to clot
